The \l%Torii« Sealing Company, how¬ 
ever. va* b**en of different ripiniun, hold¬ 
ing ttrougly to the belief that the 
schooner is safe ami ttyit she had fallen 
in with herds of seat staying out among 
them a* loug as possible. TJie facts 
which lead to the suspicion that some 
evil has tsefalleu the sealer are them*: 

The Triumph left Victoria for a cruise 
off the southern coast In quest of seals 
tarly^Jftbv year.
